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In  his  book,  ‘The  Outermost  House”,  Henry  Beston  described  his  feelings 
about  our  town  when  he  wrote:  “Outermost  cliff  and  solitary  dune,  the  plane 
of  the  ocean  and  the  far  bright  rims  of  the  world;  meadow  land,  and  marsh, 
and  ancient  moor;  this  is  Eastham;  this  is  the  Outer  Cape”.  So  you  too  can 
stand  on  the  “solitary  dune”,  and  gaze  across  to  “the  far  bright  rims  of  the 
world”.  Those  of  us  who  call  Eastham  our  home,  welcome  you,  our  visitors, 
and  hope  that  you  too  can  enjoy  Eastham  as  we  do  and  as  Henry  Beston  did. 

For  your  information  about  Eastham.  It  was  settled  by  a handful  of 
people  from  Plymouth  in  1644  and  incorporated  in  1651.  At  this  time  Eastham 
included  the  areas  now  covered  by  the  present  towns  of  Orleans,  Brewster, 
Harwich,  parts  of  Chatham  and  Wellfleet.  From  the  solitary  dunes  on  the 
ocean  side  to  the  flat  bayside  ...  a distance  of  three  miles  across ...  it  covers 
an  area  of  a little  more  than  14  miles.  It  has  a population  of  3,415,  and  like 
all  towns  on  the  Cape  it  has  a town  meeting  form  of  government,  with 
elected  Selectmen  (three)  at  the  helm.  Tax  rate  last  year  was  $14.50  per 
thousand;  a grand  list  of  $166,399,810.00  total  assessment,  which  produced  in 
revenue  to  the  Town,  a total  of  $2,497,931 .23.

1 quart  ripe  beach  plums 
2 Vi  cups  of  sugar  ^ 

1 qt.  of  1 00  proof  vodka 

Put  all  in  gallon  jug.  Shake  well  every  morning 
and  night  for  two  weeks.  Put  away  for  two 
months  and  then  strain  and  bottle.

Beach  Plum  Brandy 
(By  Sheila) 

2 cups  whole  beach  plums 
2 cups  sugar 

4-fifths  quart  brandy 

Sterilize  a large  jar  with  a tight  fitting  cover. 
Place  the  beach  plums  in  the  jar,  add  the  sugar 
and  let  the  combination  stand  overnight. 

Add  the  brandy.  (The  beach  plums  will  mellow 
the  rough  taste  of  an  inexpensive  brandy,  but 
you  can  use  fine  cognac  for  a superb  result.) 
Cover  the  jar  tightly.  Let  the  mixture  stand  for 
at  least  two  weeks  at  room  temperature.  Open 
the  jar  and  stir  the  contents  daily.  Strain  the 
brandy  through  cheesecloth,  wringing  the 
fruit  in  the  cloth  to  obtain  the  maximum 
amount  of  brandy. 

Filter  the  brandy  about  two  cups  at  a time, 
through  coffee  filter  paper  supported  in  a cone 
or  funnel  and  placed  over  a clean  jar.  If  the 
paper  becomes  clogged,  transfer  the  contents 
to  a clean  filter  paper.  The  filtering  process 
may  take  as  long  as  eight  hours;  if  the  brandy 
is  not  perfectly  clear,  filter  it  again. 

Store  in  a tightly  covered  bottle.  Makes  about 
one  quart.

About  licenses,  parking  stickers 

You  must  obtain  a sticker  for  your  car  to 
go  on  town  owned  beach  parking  areas.  It 
will  save  you  money.  You  must  have  a 
sticker  on  your  car  to  go  to  the  town  dump. 
You  must  have  fishing  and  shell  fishing 
licenses.  These  are  all  available  at  the  Town 
Hall,  either  at  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  or  the 
Selectmen’s  clerk.  You  must  have  a permit 
from  the  police  department  for  beach  parties. 
While  at  the  Town  Hall  for  the  above, 
register  there.  In  case  of  emergency  it  will 
be  easier  to  find  you.  There  are  new  regu- 
lations about  loose  running  dogs.  Find  out 
about  them  at  the  Town  Hall.

2 —  Report  to  Life  Guard  for  first  aid. 

3 —  Ask  Life  Guard  for  information  about 
tides,  runouts,  etc. 

4 —  Help  us  keep  the  beach  safe  and  clean. 

5 —  Keep  pets  at  home. 

DON’T: 

1 —  Cali  for  help  unless  you  need  it. 

2 —  Go  swimming  right  after  eating  or  di- 
rectly after  any  vigorous  exercise. 

3 —  Stay  in  sun  over  half  hour  on  first 
exposure. 

4 —  Do  not  take  dogs  on  beach. 

5 —  Do  not  keep  dogs  in  car.

SALT  POND,  EASTHAM,  1980 

It  looks  as  though  it  might  be  a bridge  across 
the  pond.  Or  perhaps  it’s  a seagull  rookery  or 
feeding  station  for  migrating  birds.  Actually,  it 
isn’t  any  of  those,  but  rather  a hopeful  effort  to 
produce  more  shellfish  in  Eastham.  What  we  are 
referring  to  is  the  string  of  floats,  rafts  and 
what-have-you  that  lies  in  Salt  Pond. 

Hanging  below  the  styrofoam  floats  that  you 
see  from  the  shore  are  trays  containing  a variety 
of  shellfish  rangingfrom  oysters  to  blue  mussels, 
quahogs  (hard  shell  clams), scallops  and  steamers 
(soft  shell  clams).  They  all  have  one  thing  in 
common  — they  are  all  babies,  growing  as  fast 
as  they  can  in  our  “nursery”.  The  reason  that 
they  are  there  is  because  the  growing  conditions 
in  Salt  Pond,  things  like  food,  salinity,  tempera- 
ture, shelter  from  storms,  are  near  perfect  for 
them  and  they  take  full  advantage  of  the  season. 

Most  of  the  rafts  contain  young  quahogs.  In 
the  spring,  they  are  delivered  to  the  pond  from 
a hatchery  when  they  are  about  as  big  as  a pea, 
age  four  months.  Up  to  one  hundred  thousand 
are  given  a home  in  sandboxes  hanging  from  the 
rafts.  By  the  following  spring  they  are  over  an 
inch  in  length  and  ready  to  be  transplanted  to 
the  rest  of  the  marsh.  In  a short  time  they  will 
reach  a legal  size  of  two  inches  and  be  ready 
for  your  table. 

And  so  it  is  with  the  other  beasts  living  under 
the  rafts.  Some  are  brought  to  us  from  hatcher- 
ies, others  are  bestowed  on  us  by  Mother  Na- 
ture. The  nursery  protects  from  predators  the 
young  in  the  early  stages  of  their  life  when 
they  are  most  vulnerable,  and  provides  us  with 
one  more  step  toward  the  future  of  our  shell- 
fish resources. 

For  you  to  take  advantage  of  today’s  re- 
sources, first  stop  at  the  Town  Hall  and  pur- 
chase a shellfish  license.  Then  fetch  your 
scratcher,  pail  and  family  helpers  and  dig  up 
some  supper.  Salt  Pond  is  open  on  Sundays 
only  as  listed  in  the  schedule  below.  The  rest  of 
the  town  is  open  all  the  time  except  as  posted. 
You’ll  be  glad  you  did. 

In  spite  of  the  growing  price  of  shellfish  seed, 
Eastham  has  managed  to  keep  their  license  fees 
at  a minimum:  for  non-commercial  shellfisher- 
men:  $4  for  a taxpayer;  $6  for  a family  renting 


in  Eastham;  and  for  non-resident,  non-renting 
visitors  $10.  These  fees  are  for  an  entire  family 
and  permit  the  taking  of  one  level  1 0-quart  pail 
of  any  and  all  kinds  of  shellfish  per  week  all 
year.  (Excepting  scallops,  for  which  special 
regulations  are  written  each  year.) 


Non-commercial  shellfish  on  Sundays  only.  Sun- 
days not  listed  here  the  Salt  Pond  is  open  for 
non-commercial  shellfishing  all  day. 

Areas  in  Salt  Pond  open  only  as  posted  at  Town 
Landing.  All  other  areas  in  Eastham  open  at 
all  times  between  sunrise  and  sunset  unless 
otherwise  posted.  All  sedge  grass  areas  closed 
to  all  shellfishing. 

Times  listed  here  Daylight  Savings  Time. 

Limit:  one  LEVEL  10-quart  pail  per  family 
per  week.

Old  Windmill.  It  will  last  all  through  1980. 

The  Old  Mill  typifies  the  long  association  Eastham  has  had  with  windy  weather, 
Summer  zyphers,  Autumn  gales,  Winter  nor'esters  and  occasional  hurricane  all  waft 
their  way  across  this  narrow  Cape  Cod  Town.  Over  the  years,  these  winds  have  run 
saltworks,  ground  corn,  pumped  drinking  water,  ground  bark,  operated  anamometers, 
whistled  through  screen  doors  and  interferred  with  TV  reception. 

At  one  time  Eastham  had  a tide  mill,  three  windmills,  scores  of  saltworks  and 
a wind-driven  water  pump  at  almost  every  house.  Today,  only  the  Old  Mill  stands  as 
a reminder  of  that  time. 

Come  in  and  see  it  in  complete  working  order.  Examine  the  mortise  and  tennon 
joints,  hand  hewn  cant  posts,  oak  gears,  spindles,  stones,  meal  bin  and  many  other 
fascinating  items.  Let  the  "millers"  explain  its  works  and  spin  their  yarns  in  one  more 
and  final  example  of  the  windy  weather  in  Eastham.

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THE  BATTLE  OF  THE  BEACH 
(By  Henry  Lind) 

The  ever  increasing  numbers  of  retaining  walls,  revetments,  and  bulkheads  along 
the  Eastham  bay  shore  represents  various  homeowners’  efforts  to  combat  one  of  the 
oldest  environmental  forces  on  Cape  Cod  — erosion.  During  the  thousands  of  years  since 
the  formation  of  the  Cape  the  sea  has  been  reducing  the  landform  in  some  areas  and 
transporting  the  sand  to  other  areas.  Eastham’s  shore  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and 
the  cliffs  of  Cooks  Brook,  Campground,  and  Thumpertown  beaches  have  been  eroded 
onto  the  flats  and  transported  by  wave  action  to  the  barrier  beaches  at  Sunken  Meadow 
and  First  Encounter.  This  procedure  is  called  littoral  transport  and  is  responsible  for 
the  creation  and  protection  of  the  salt  marsh  systems  in  these  two  areas. 

When  a revetment  or  bulkhead  is  installed  on  the  beach  the  natural  processes  are 
interrupted.  The  waves  are  not  allowed  to  bring  sand  onto  the  beach  from  the  bank, 
and  the  energy  of  the  waves  is  instead  directed  against  the  sand  at  the  foot  of  the  wall. 
This  tends  to  lower  the  level  of  the  beach  in  the  front  of  the  wall,  and  brings  the  edge 
of  the  high  tide  closer  to  the  wall.  Eventually,  if  the  level  drops  too  far,  the  wall  loses 
support  and  fails.  In  the  long  range,  the  sand  which  is  normally  transported  north  and 
south  to  the  barrier  beaches  is  interrupted.  These  beaches  then  become  more  and  more 
narrow  and  subject  to  overwash  and  accelerated  degradation. 

A conflict  exists  between  these  two  forces  - the  protection  of  personal  property 
and  dwellings,  and  the  preservation  of  the  natural  beach  systems.  Several  methods  of 
alleviating  this  problem  are  available,  and  experiments  are  ongoing  to  attempt  to  make 
them  work.  The  most  simple  and  straightforward  is  to  carry  sand  to  the  beach  from 
inland  and  dump  it.  This  is  called  nourishment,  and  is  effective,  but  expensive  and  never 
ending.  Another  method  is  planting  the  beach  area  with  marsh  grasses  which  are  able  to 
hold  the  sand  in  place  and  lessen  the  impact  of  the  waves  on  the  sand.  This  method  has 
had  some  limited  success.  This  technique  used  sand  bags  to  trap  sand  above  the  flats 
and  replace  sand  transported  out  by  the  waves.  Studies  showed  that  to  be  effective  in 
Cape  Cod  Bay,  the  sand  bags  would  have  to  be  6 feet  tall,  which  would  interfere  with 
other  activities  on  the  beach  such  as  swimming  and  fishing. 

The  solutions  to  the  problem  are  not  simple.  With  patience,  luck,  and  ingenuity 
perhaps  reasonable  alternatives  can  be  offered.

The  ever  increasing  numbers  of  retaining  walls,  revetments,  and  bulkheads  along 
the  Eastham  bay  shore  represents  various  homeowners’  efforts  to  combat  one  of  the 
oldest  environmental  forces  on  Cape  Cod  — erosion.  During  the  thousands  of  years  since 
the  formation  of  the  Cape  the  sea  has  been  reducing  the  landform  in  some  areas  and 
transporting  the  sand  to  other  areas.  Eastham  s shore  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and 
the  cliffs  of  Cooks  Brook,  Campground,  and  Thumpertown  beaches  have  been  eroded 
onto  the  flats  and  transported  by  wave  action  to  the  barrier  beaches  at  Sunken  Meadow 
and  First  Encounter.  This  procedure  is  called  littoral  transport  and  is  responsible  for 
the  creation  and  protection  of  the  salt  marsh  systems  in  these  two  areas. 

When  a revetment  or  bulkhead  is  installed  on  the  beach  the  natural  processes  are 
interrupted.  The  waves  are  not  allowed  to  bring  sand  onto  the  beach  from  the  bank, 
and  the  energy  of  the  waves  is  instead  directed  against  the  sand  at  the  foot  of  the  wall. 
This  tends  to  lower  the  level  of  the  beach  in  the  front  of  the  wall,  and  brings  the  edge 
of  the  high  tide  closer  to  the  wall.  Eventually,  if  the  level  drops  too  far,  the  wall  loses 
support  and  fails.  In  the  long  range,  the  sand  which  is  normally  transported  north  and 
south  to  the  barrier  beaches  is  interrupted.  These  beaches  then  become  more  and  more 
narrow  and  subject  to  overwash  and  accelerated  degradation. 

A conflict  exists  between  these  two  forces  - the  protection  of  personal  property 
and  dwellings,  and  the  preservation  of  the  natural  beach  systems.  Several  methods  of 
alleviating  this  problem  are  available,  and  experiments  are  ongoing  to  attempt  to  make 
them  work.  The  most  simple  and  straightforward  is  to  carry  sand  to  the  beach  from 
inland  and  dump  it.  This  is  called  nourishment,  and  is  effective,  but  expensive  and  never 
ending.  Another  method  is  planting  the  beach  area  with  marsh  grasses  which  are  able  to 
hold  the  sand  in  place  and  lessen  the  impact  of  the  waves  on  the  sand.  This  method  has 
had  some  limited  success.  This  technique  used  sand  bags  to  trap  sand  above  the  flats 
and  replace  sand  transported  out  by  the  waves.  Studies  showed  that  to  be  effective  in 
Cape  Cod  Bay,  the  sand  bags  would  have  to  be  6 feet  tall,  which  would  interfere  with 
other  activities  on  the  beach  such  as  swimming  and  fishing. 

The  solutions  to  the  problem  are  not  simple.  With  patience,  luck,  and  ingenuity 
perhaps  reasonable  alternatives  can  be  offered.

AREA  ORIENTATION:  Soon  after  you  arrive, 
check  in  at  the  Eastham  Town  Hall  on  Rt.  Six  in 
the  center  of  town.  Here  information  is  avail- 
able about  fishing  licenses,  beach  parking  per- 
mits, fire  permits  for  beach  cookouts,  boat 
mooring  permits  at  the  Eastham  Marina  at  Rock 
Harbor.  Get  acquainted  with  town  officials, 
including  the  police  and  fire  departments.  Leave 
your  name  and  address  so  that  you  can  be 
reached  in  an  emergency. 

On  Rt.  Six,  going  towards  Orleans  is  the  town 
operated  Intormation  Booth,  staffed  with  quali- 
fied personnel  who  can  help  with  information 
about  available  cottage  space,  where  to  eat, 
location  of  gift  shops,  etc. 

The  Visitor  Center  of  thd  National  Seashore 
Park  is  a must  and  is  located  just  off  Rt.  Six  a 
few  hundred  yards  north  of  the  Town  Hall. 


SWMMING,  SURFING  AND  SUN  BATHING 
(for  those  great  "do-nothing"  days) 

Eastham  is  rich  in  sources  for  such  activities 
. . . the  ocean,  the  bay  and  the  fresh  water 
ponds.  Those  who  prefer  surfing  and  the  robust 
challenge  of  the  sea  with  its  colder  water,  can 
enjoy  the  Coast  Guard  and  the  Nauset  Light 
beaches,  both  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
National  Seashore  with  its  life  guards  and  bath- 
houses. Each  beach  has  a "surfing"  section 
reserved.  For  warmer  water  and  family  type 
beach  activities,  the  five  bay  beaches  offer  safe 
bathing  and  where  you  can  walk  out  several 
hundred  feet  without  getting  your  head  wet. 
First  Encounter  and  Cook's  Brook  beaches  have 
restroom  facilities.  Parking  stickers  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Town  Hall.  Fresh  water  bathing 
can  be  enjoyed  at  several  town  ponds,  featured 
by  Wiley  Park  on  Great  Pond,  off  Herring  Brook 
Road  (see  map)  where  a bathhouse  and  Picnic 
Area  are  located.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving 
classes  under  competent  instructors  are  also  held 
here.  (Check  story  on  Rec.  Activities)  Herring 
Pond,  off  the  road  by  the  same  name,  is  also  a 
popular  spot. 

FISHING  AND  OTHER  SPORTS  FACILITIES: 

Tennis  courts  are  available  on  a first  come  first 
served  basis  at  the  Eastham  Elementary  school 


grounds  on  Schoolhouse  Road,  and  at  the  Nauset 
Regional  High  School  grounds  off  Cable  Road, 
North  Eastham,  and  at  the  town  courts  in 
Orleans,  near  Eldridge  Park.  A teen  age  recrea- 
tional program  under  trained  leadership  is  held 
daily  at  the  Nauset  High  grounds.  (Check  sched- 
ule of  Recreational  Activities  program.) 

The  area  abounds  in  golf  courses,  both  public 
and  private.  Check  the  Yellow  Pages  for  details. 
Some  of  the  nearby  courses  . . . with  a few 
miles  radius  are:  Brewster,  Bass  River,  Dennis 
Pines,  Harwich  Municipal,  Blue  Rock  in  South 
Yarmouth,  Harwich  Port  Country  Club,  Highland 
Golf  Course  in  Truro,  Eastward  Ho  in  Chatham. 

Surf  casting  and  fresh  water  fishing  abounds  in 
the  area,  and  charter  fishing  boats  leave  daily 
from  Rock  Harbor,  Provincetown  and  Wellfleet 
...  all  within  a few  minutes  ride  from  Eastham. 
On  Sundays,  those  with  licenses  can  dig  for 
quahogs  (see  Sunday  schedules  on  page  6)  and 
the  Nauset  Marsh,  Town  Cove  or  the  Bay  Side 
can  be  explored  for  shellfish  at  low  tide.
